Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant submits that Flickner does not 
disclose identifying enclosed edge pixels located at the edge of enclosed areas of print characters having enclosed areas and reassigning 
the digital values of enclosed edge pixels. The Examiner disagrees. Flickner discloses identifying edge pixels (pixels that lie adjacent the 
perimeter of the image frame) (column 4, line 67 to column 5, line 5) and reassigning the digital value of certain edge pixels (column 6, 
lines 18-44).. Additionally, the Examiner maintains that an "image object" reads on a print character. 
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
